Very large, semi-double cerise, has long yellow stamens, 
center petals often twisted, Beautiful dark green foliage, 
that makes the plant unusually attractive as an evergreen. 
The blooms stand out above the foliage in a way that we 
have not seen in other varieties.

Has good foliage, dwarf spreading 
grower, as this variety is more compact and does not grow 
tall as fast as other varieties.
